arbitration shall be abandoned. 


THe Chicago produce markets were 
stronger Saturday, and wheat was more act- 
ive. The principal feature in the situation 
was cold weather, with news of crop damage 
done by it in the recent past. As compared 
with Friday pork closed 7½ cents higher, 
lard and meats 5 cents higher, wheat 15¢ 
cents higher, corn }¢ cant higher, oats 36 
cent higher, rye 1 cent higher, barley fully 2 
gents lower, and flaxseeds firm. During last 
week our shipments exce the receipts 
by 416,000 bushels in wheat and 2,622,000 
bushels in corn, the latter being chiefly due 
to the departure of vessels loaded in our har- 
bor in the winter months. The packing of 
this city since the close of the winter season 
includes 685,000 hogs, against 380,000 to 
same date last year and PEGA to same time 
in 1883. 


Tae Chicago University was sold at auc- 
tion yesterday to satisfy the claim of the 
Union Mutual Life-Insurance Company for 
money borrowed and interest aecrued there- 
on. The total amount due on the property 
was about $810,000, and it was bought in by 
the creditor for $275,000, that being the only 
bid miade for the property. A good many 
persons attended the sale, but only as spercta- 
tors, None of them were prepared to 
bid, against the insurance company. 
The purchase is made subject to two claims, 
which have yet to be passed on by the 
courts. One is made by the Douglas heirs, 


‘| who insist that the progrty sheuld revert to 


them, since. the terms of the original deed 
have been forfeited. The other is by the 
Chicago Astronopfical Society, which ereeted

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INTEMPERANCE AMONG yoann. 

Every once in a while somebody endeavors 
to create an impression that there is a great 
deal more intemperance among women than 
most people suppose. The latest attempt 
has been made by Prof. T. B. Stawell of the 
State Normal School of New York, who re- 
cently delivered a lecture at the High School 
in Syracuse, in the course ot an Be made 
the following rather startling statement:

This statement was considered so broad and 
sweeping that. one of the newspapers insti- 
tuted an investigation. The result was that 
the Principal of the High School said that 
in his experience he had never known 2 sin- 
gle case of opium habit at a school, and that 
he had positive knowledge that the use of the 
drug is notcommon among either boys or 
girls. Dr, Brownell, the Professor of Chem- 
istry at the same institution, sald he had 
| known of extremely rare instances of arsenic- 
eating among girls—arsenic being regarded 
as good for the complexion—but had never 
heard of ohe who indulged in opium, Lead- 
ing druggists were interviewed and reported 
that the sale ef opium was carefully guarded 
and never made to minors. The doctors gave 
the same opinion, and some of them ex- 
pressed the belief that the consumption ot 
opium is decreasing in this country, All the 
evidences were against the exaggerated 
statement of tile. lecturer. 

It is probable that a general inquiry as to 
this matter in Chicago or any other large city 
would develop substantially the same results 
as in Syracuse. Dissipation in any form can- 
not long be concealed, and the theory that in- 
toxleation is common among women or op- 
nm-eating common among girls is preposter- 
ous on its face. A single case of opium-eat- 
ing or excessive indulgence In wine or liquor 
among women of good standing makes a sen- 
sation in the community where it is discov- 
ered. This would not be the case if auch 
vices were common, It shows that these 
cases are rare and exceptional. The worst 


prevailing vice among girls is chewing gum, , 


and gossip takes the place of whisky and to- 
baeco among the women. The trouble with 
men who ride hobbies is that they argue 
themselves into an exaggerated estimate of 
the evil they combat, Opium-eating is one 
of the most destructive forms of dissipa- 
tion, but it is also one of the rarest 
among civilized people. It has ne hold upon 
the women or the girls of this country, and 
it could not make any headway witheut be- 
coming a matter of notoriety, It would not 
be left for a single physician or a professor 
in a normal school to diseover a general vice 
of this character, and the testimony of one 
man is not sufficient authority on the sub- 
ject. There are some bad habits among 
women and girls, but opium-eating and ex- 
cessive drinking are nm not among them. 


THE WORLD'S. DLAMOND (MARKET. 

The diamend mines.of Golconda have long 
been exhausted and are now barely more 
than a myth. The mines of Brazil only fur- 
nish the world with diamonds of second 
quality, worth ‘about $250,000 per annum. 
As nearly every civilized woman, even of or- 
dinary means, hasadiamond, and as it is 
the cherished ambition and determination of 
every other civilized woman who has no dia- 
monds to obtain one before she dies, any de- 
tails congerning the market which is satisfy- 
ing female luxury will be of interest. Its lo- 
cation is at Kimberly, in South Africa, and 
how extensively this new town ig engaged in 
supplying these glittering adornments for 
the women of the world may be inferred 
when it is known that in fifteen years it has 
exported diamonds in the rough to the value 
of 8200, 000,000, which, with the eost of cut- 
ting, setting, and selling, represent $600, 000, - 
900 taken from the pockets of consumers. 
To produse its annual crop the native popu- 
lation of Kimberly is paid over $5,000,000 
in wages. 

A letter in the London Times from the 
diamond fields gives us some interesting par- 
ticulars of the business. The discovery of 
these shining gems reminds one of the In- 
dian in Brazil who first found one of them in 
the roots of a shrub he had pulled up and 
took it home as a plaything for his children. 
A Boer girl in 1867 found the first diamond, 
also in the roots of a tree, and human nature 
having its weak side im that rude section of 
the world as well as in London, Paris, and 
New York, she adorned herself with it and 


made a sensation among the kraals of Boer 


society. It did not take long for the news 
to spread. The great grassy plain where the 
gem was found was soon covered with pros- 
pectors, armed with picks and spades, every 
man for himself. After the yellow surface 
soil had been exhausted a blue soil was found 
which was still richer in diamonds. This 
blue soil was observed to exist in large cir- 
cular deposits, which geology soon defined as 
the remnants of mud volcanoes. A regular 
community began to centre about the local- 
ity, and the original land-owners, private in- 
dividuals, corporations, and even Goyern- 
ments commenced squabbling over the claims, 
which af last necessitated the organization of 
companies for mytual defense, and now the 
whole diamond area is worked by these com- 
panies with elaborate machinery, ‘The man- 
ner of the working is thus described: 
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Another cause for the fall in prices is to be 
found ip one of the most ordinary manipula- 
tions of human of stealing. 
The worknien ate not slaves, as they are in 
Brazil, and consequently the rigorous meth- 


ods to prevent stealing which are common. 


in that country cannot be applied in Kimber- 
ly. One mining company caléulates thut it 
loses .§500,000. a year in stolen diamonds. 


They are sold at very low prices, and, as the 


Diamond Trade act is only local in its applica- 
tion, the thieves have only to convey the 
stolen gems a few miles across the Free 
State border or run them into the Cape 
Colony to escape the penalties of illicit buy- 
ing. The stones are secreted in garments. 
Sometimes they are swallowed. They are 
thrown away to be picked up at night, and 
they are even wrapped in dough and given to 
dogs, which are killed and cut open by out- 
side confederates, As the natural result of 
this lowering of prices the dutput has been 
checked. The lease profitable mines have 
ceased working and the larger ones have re- 
duced their operatives one-half in order to 
raise prices again by a diminution of the 
supply. Thus society owea much of its out- 
side splendor to Kimberly and its wonderful 
windfall, and it will be good news to those 
who have not yet reached the luxury of the 
diamond that there is as yet no sign of an ex- 
haustion of the supply. On the other hand, 
as South Atrica is more and more settled 
there is no good reason to doubt that other 
mud volcanoes may be found which have 
ceased their dirty upheavings and spangled 
their craters with gems for the adornment of 
society. They may yet be found in such pro- 
fusion that even the lady of the kitchen may 
vie with the lady of the parlor in sparkling 
fingers and glittering bosom, 


DE LESSEPS AND THR FRENCH* 


ACADEMY. 

The foreign papers which contain the de- 
tails of the admission of M. de Lesseps to 
the Frengh Academy intimate that the oc- 
casion was one of peculiar interest, and the 
speech of the’ new member, as well as the 
reply of M. Renan, justifies the assertion. M. 
de Lesseps is preémindntly a man of action 
rather than a scholar, and his speech was in the 
line of the whole movementof his life. It was 
im singularly good taste, especially when it is 
considered that it was addressed to a convo- 
cation of scholars, who are apt, particularly 
in Franee, to enlarge upon their achieve- 
ments, Very little reference was made to 
himself or to the great works of which he is 
the author, The spéech had nothing of the 
academic quality. The seat which he takes 
iu that learned body was formerly occupied 
by M. Thiers, the statesman and historian, 
and Henri Martin, the religious enthusiast 
and hi and nearly the entire speech 
the achievements af his 

A Single reference was made to himself, 
but even in-this no allusion was made to the 
great work with which his name will be for- 
ever connected. Speaking of the enthusiasm 
and imagination of Henri Martin, and par- 
tigularly of hig inclination towards the doc 
trines of St. Simon, M. de Lesseps traced a 
point of resemblance between himself and 
his predecessors, and claimed for himself a 
quality which the worid has hardly suspected 
belonged to his practical nature—namely: 
the imaginative. On this point he said: 

As tor me, if I am not suspected of being a 


Druid, Iwas formerly charged with being a 
dreamer. This was the beginning of my enter- 


prises, I fancy that I have since proved myself 
ap al man. I do not, however, for all 
that, d dreamers. A little imagination 


is a good leaven for the heayy dough of human 
affairs. The more distant the goal the higher 
you must aim. It is well for the scplptor to 
geek a mountain for cutting out his first statue. 
It ig not amiss for the positive man to haye to 
throw off his mind a little of the impracticable 
and unattainable, It is not amiss that, fancy- 
ing himself omaipotent, he has thought of at- 
tempting everythug. Experience will but too 
soon cat off what was impossible in his illusion; 
but bis works will always retain something 
strung and forcible to support them, his intel- 
ligence something grand to elevate it. From 
— St. Simoniag aberration, now so justiy 

torgotten, there nevertheless sprang agqom- 
plished engineers, distinguished economists, 
and first-class financiers. M. Thiers began by 
writ critiques of pictures. Claude Bernard 
biniself, your illustrious colleague, began with 
a tragedy. You have not that, at ast, totwit 
me with. 


This is an eloquent tribute from the octo- 


genarian who eut the Suez Canal and revolu- 


tionized commerce with the Indies, and it in- 
dicates even now the secret of his energy and 
success and the broad limits of his horizon 
of effort, and it is all the more yaluable as 
coming from a man of such large and ripe 
activity and varied experience in works of 
international importance. The reply of M. 
Renan was suited to the occasion and brought 
out this great scholar’s views on Egypt. He 
claimed for it an exceptional place in the his- 
tory of the world as the key to the interior of 
Africa as well as its guardian by virtue of M. 
de Lesseps’ work. Such a country, he as- 
serted, can never belong to itself, ‘‘It is 
naturalized for the benefit of humanity. The 
national principle is put to death there. It is 
a fact that the Prefecture of Egypt will al- 
ways be an independent one. The ruler of 
Egypt will never bear the same name as other 
sovereigns, will always be governed by 
the civilized nations collectively.” From the 
political point of view, M. Renan brought 
out two interesting ideas, in one of which he 
did not hesitate to express his contempt of 
diplomatists. The passage is worth quoting: 
Isolated, and abandoned to fetishiem, the 
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society has had its headquarters for a num- 
ber of years. 

There is very little ‘general information 
about the Thedsophists, and they are only 
known by name in this country because 
Mme. Blavatsky in New York for a 
time and succeeded in drawing some atten- 
tion to her hobby. Their name denotes a 
knowledge of God, literally. Its application 
covers a supposed communion with the high- 
er spirits, It fs really an association of a 
handful of people who have gone over to 
d eee, e 
cult powers. 

Mme. Blavatsky had somewhat of a sen- 


sational career in New York, where her |. 


Isle Unveiled” was written. Afterwards, 
in company with Col, Olcott, she took up her 
residence in London, and then they proceed- 
ed to India, She has pretended to certain 
supernatural powers, but all her manifesta- 


‘tions thereof have been in trivial things, 


which might be tricks, and certainly have had 
no element of usefulness. For instance, she 
would take one of het handkerchiefs and 
make another name appear therean in place 
of her own. On one occasion she is said to 
have dug up a cup and saucer at the root of 
a tree in order to supply an unexpetted guest 
at a picnic. There are also wild stories of 
astral flights and sudden appearances of peo- 
ple who were thousands ef‘ miles away. In 
fact, the Theosephists seem to be a sort of in- 
dependent order of Spiritualists not content 
with table tippings and rappings, but pro- 
fessing the power of miracles, 

The London Society of-Psychical Research, 
which regards nothing as too preposterous 
for its investigation, has recently dignified 
this theosophi¢al association by sending a 
special agent to India to inquire into the 
alleged phenomena, This agept—a Mr. 
Hodgson—has not yet made his report, but 
Col. Olcott has assumed that it will be un- 
favorable to his sect, and has issued a circu- 
lar letter to the members with the purpose of 
offsetting the criticisms he anticipates. It is 
in this letter that the retirement and ill- 
health of Mme. Blavateky are announced, 
and also his own sub@rdination from the 
Presiden¢y to a mere membership ef the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. In the course of this 
letter he repeats all the claims which have 
been made of supernatural powers for Bla- 
vatsky and others. He also claims that the 
society is doing excellent work in India by 
uniting sects, reviving interest in the Sanskrit 
language and lore, popularizing the mesmeric 
science for healing the sick, setting up. print- 
ing-presses, publishing books, etc. It is also 
insisted that the society has been prolific in 
philanthropie works. 

Even if the formation of this association be 
regarded in no other aspect than that of an 
intellectual freak, its persistence and its 
spread are very remarkable. 


AN OUTRAGE ON JUSTICE. 
A case which has attracted very little at- 


tention throughout the eountry, but is never- 
theless significant of growing indifference to 
attacks on human life, was the sequlittal @ 
day or so ago of a man named Short, who 
committed in New York a murderous assault 


on Capt, Phelan of Kansas City. Both men 


were members of the O’ Donovan-Rossa gang, 
Phelan evidently being one of the dupes who 
was used to raise money for the scurvy New 
York crowd. Phelan had become disgusted 
with some of the Rossa methods and ex- 
pressed himself with considerable freedom in 
an interview in a Kansas City yee There- 
upon he was denounced and maligned by the 
Rossa gang. When he went to New York 
some months ago he visited Rossa's office in 
order to put himself right, and it was there 
he was set upon and. stabbed several times 
and nearly killed by Short. The facts came 
out on the trial, but the jury brought in a 
verdict of acquittal. The Judge pronounced 
the verdict an the Distriet-Attor- 
ney said ** it wag clearly against the evidence 
and sheer cowardice alone could have insti- 
gated it.” The New York newspapers unite 
in condemning it as a gcandalous failure of 
justice,” — 2 disgrace,” n shameful mis- 
carriage of justice,” a verdict which en- 
courages dynamite plotters,” a verdict 
which has allowed a ruffian to go scot 
free,” etc. 

The yerdict in this case can be explained 
only upon one of two or three theories. The 
jury may have been bribed to acquit, but in 
such cases bribery rarely beyond the cor- 
ruption of enough jurors to gecure a disagree- 
ment. It may have been terrorized by the 
Rossa gang of ruffians, who were in full force 
at the trial; the police thought it necessary 
to provide a special guard for Phelan while 
the trial was in progress. Or it may have 
been concluded that this was a row between 
dynamiters and that they should be left free 
to fight out their own quarrels and kill off 
each other as rapidly as possible, The chief 
objection to this theory is that the ruffians do 
not kill each other often enough. In the 
meantime the geqnittal of men Sion wih make 
deadly assaults is an encouragement to 
crimes of yiolence and demoralizing 
interests of law and order. It may be that 
this case will exeite enough public indigna- 
tion in New Fork to lead to vigorous meas- 
ures for the suppression of the dynamiters 
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ing possible bayonets. This proof can 
cured somewhere, no doubt, but not 
homey.

The leading produce markets were more active 
yesterday and stronger. There was additional bad 
crop news about wheat; but to this was added 
fresh rumors of war to the effect that Russia had 
refused to arbitrate, that her troops had advanced 
on Herat, and that Gladstone had resigned. This 
woke up the local crowd and caused the transaction 
of some business On outside acebunt, but it was 
not large, and nearly all speculative. The reports 
of foreign markets Certainly did not favor the 
expectation of higher prices here. The weather 
was still very cold, with snow reported to be fall- 
ing in Cleveland, and later at many other points 
eastward. 

Provisions were very dull, bat firmer in sym- 
pathy with wheat and hogs, though Liverpool was 
quoted 6d lower on lard and meats than a week 
previously. There was a little demand for lard the 
first hour, which made it strong. Then the Pack- 
ing Company scalped some in pork, sending it up 
10c, and it fell back as they left it. Pork sold 17}<c 
higher, at $11.47 for July, and closed at $11.40 
asked, with June at 10e discount and August at 
12K%c premium. Lard sold up Te, to $7.00 for 
July, closing at that asked, with Jane at 7 dis- 
count and August at 100 premium. Short ribs sold 
ub 100, 85.92 ½ for July, and gon at $6.90 asked. 
with June at 7½ discount and August at 7e pre- 
mium. The packing of this city since the close of 
February includes about 685,000 hogs, against 
380,000 to same date last year, and 372,000 to do in 
1853. 

Flour was inquired for a little more freely, but 
not much was done, as the firmness of holders in 
sympathy with wheat was too much for the con- 
currence of buyers, except to a small extent. One 
round lot was taken for export. 

Wheat was active and generally strong. The 
British markets were officially called quiet, and 
private cables noted them as sick,“ while there 
was no export demand either bre or at the sea- 
board, and even concessions in ocean freights 
failed to elicit business. But more bad crop re- 
ports were received, the weather was cold, and the 
foreign news was not regarded as altogether peace- 
ful in tone. St. Louis went up another 0 early, 
with fears that Fraley is engineering a corner 
there, and New York was stronger on good buying 
both on account of Chicago parties and for 
the country. Kent Was a free buyer here at the 
outset,- soon followed by Eldridge, Adams, and 
Linn, which woke up the peace shorts into & rush 
to cover.

If It Is Not Safe, Why Were Not the 
ape Before 


Now? 
Talks with Superintendent Kirkland and 
Chief Swenie— Their Report to Be 
Made Monday, 


Fire-Marshal Swenie and Building-Inepector 
Kirkland visited the opera ball in the Exposi- 
tion Building yesterday afternoon, and saw 
they reached the place early enough—thou- 
sands of women and children in the great audi- 
torium; op the stage there were nearly a thou- 
sand of the young people. The vast gathering 
bad not been warned that the ball was a dan- 
gerous place because of the temptations it of- 
fered to fire; nor bad the thousands of peo- 
ple who attended the recent opera festival, 
which extended over a period of two weeks, 
any idea that to secure the musical treat their 
lives had been risked. Indeed, they had been 
assured that there was no danger from Gre. 
But Messrs. Swenie and Kirkland. who visited 
the hall yesterday afternoon, not for the sim- 
ple purpose of listening to the ohbildren's 
chorus, but pursuant to a resoluuon 
passed by the Council for an inspection 
of the structure, wiil, it is said, report to the 
Council that the opera-hail is a fire-trap; that 
large audiences should not be permitted to 
gather there in view of the chances for a great 
bolocaust. Even sbould the Council act in ac- 
cordance with the recommendations of a re- 
port of this character, notbing could be done 
before tomorrow night. when the grand concert 
for the benefit of the Foundlings’ Home is to be 
xiven in the ball—probably be ore an immense 
atidience, as the object of the entertainment is 
a most worthy one and a number of celebrated 
artists are to appear. 

In view of these facts it would appear very 
singular that these aileged dangers should be 
discovered at so late a day, and so suddenly, by 
the authorities. If the halt is a fire-trap the 
public sbould have been warned before 60 
many thousands or peop.e risked their lives, 
and meagures should bave been taken to ren- 
der the ball safe. 


It was suspected that the Council—or mem- |

WHAT MR. KIRKLAND SAYS. 

A reporter tor THs Trisuns called on Mr. 
Kirkland last nigut at his home, No. 82 Twen- 
ty-second street, to get his opivion as to the 
satiety of the buiding. Mr. Kirkland said that

structed in total violation of the ordinances.”’ 

FIRE-MARSHAL SWENIE. 

Fire-Marsbai Swenie, in speaking of his offi- 
cial inspection of the Exposition Bullding, said 
that he was not at liberty to make public the 
result of his investigation until he reported to 
the City Council Monday night, but from his 
conversation it may be inferred that de ddes 
not consider the hall a safe one under all cir- 
cumstances for such entertainments as of late 
it bas been used. In speaking of what might 
be the results of a panic from fire or other 
causes he said: A person as familiar with the 
building as myself would have no diffioulty in 
getting out, tor while there would be a delay 
in escaping through the regular exits there 
are low double windows which could easily 
be opened and thus converted into means of 
egress. Then too, in the event of fire, there is 
an engine company anda book and ladder, both 
comprising twenty-two mon, stationed in the 
building, and a fire-alarm box directly in front, 
so that it would be impossible for a fire to gain 
much beadway betore the firemen wouid be at 
work upon it. But, on the other hand, the 
structure was never intended for tneatrical 
purposes. The walis are bardly worthy of the 
name, the supports of the buiiding resting en- 
tirely upon the arches, which recently 
bad to be repaired on account of their 
baving settled, and there is no proscenium fire- 
wall between the stage and the auditorium, 
than which nothing is more essential to the 
safety of a theatre, for in the present ar- 
rangement of the ball, shouid a fire start on 
the stage, the likeliest place in all theatres, 
there is nothing to check its rapid spreading 
into the auditorium. The building is sufficient 
for exposition purposes, and is well guarded at 
such t.mes. During the Opera festival I bad 
twenty-five men there every night, but they 
were to insure confidence as mucd as anything 
else, for when there is any excitement at a 
public gathering there is invariably a 
stampede, which many times could be 
averted if a few persons retained their com- 
posure. My men were there for that purpose 
more than in anticipation of any danger. Take 
yesterday afternoon, for example. Had there 
been any panic a few collected persons could 
ha ve cleared the building in safety, but in most 
cases the persons in their baste to get out 
press and trample upon each other and impede 
general progress. If a crowd were collected 
on a prairie and any alarm were created some 
persons would be trampied upon in the gen- 
eral stampede. The greatest safety to the 
buliding,’’ continued the hal, “is the 
nearness of the firemen.” 


THE TRUNK MYSTERY. 


Jurado Arrives in Town. 
Augustina Jurado, the supposed murderer of 
Filippo Caruso, arrived in Chicago last night at 
8:80 in charge of Detective Bonfield. They 
came in on the Pittsburg & Fort Wayne train, 
and got off at Twenty-second street. The Ital- 
ian was immediately taken to the Deering 


Street Station, where he is now locked up. The 


officer’s whole action in the affair was designed 
tobe very mysterious. The factof his get- 
ting off at Twenty-second street and taking 
the prisoner to such an out-of-the-way station 
as Deering Street showed that he wanted to 
keep the arrival of the prisoner in Chicago a 
secret.

It will be a case of every man ior bim- 
self, and, even if the expressman is not found, 
the chances are that some of the inmates of 
the house where Jurado rooted will try to 
save themselves by peaching. 


ONLY ONE BID. 


The Chicago University Building and 
Grounds Sold to the Insurance Com- 
pany for $275,000, 

Master in Cnancery Bishop sold the Chicago 
University Building and grounds at 2 o'clock 
yesterday aiternoon for $275,000. The sale 
took piace on the north steps of the Custom- 
House, uuder a decree of foreclosure entered 
in the Un.ted States Circuit Court Feb. 26. in 
favor of the Mutual Union Life-Insurance 
Company for $321,000. The amount of the 
orig mal loan was $150,000, the excess bemg 
interest, taxes, costs, ‘etc. About a score of 
people were present, and among them Presi- 
dent Anderson, Dr. Henson, E. Neison Biake, 
O. W. Barrett, H. C. Morey, D. G. Hamiiton, 
Prof. Howe, Prof. Bennett, Leonard Swett, 
James L. High, William P. Black, and John E. 
Dewitt, President of the insurance company. 

Master Bsbop read the notice of sale and 
said: ‘I will now offer this property for sale 
for cash, subject to the statutory right of re- 
demption.

Black's office broke in with: Before the sale 
goes on I wish to give a notice to all the par- 
ties.

SENTENCE OF POLYGAMISTS. 


Cannon, Musser, and Watson Given 
the Full Extent of the Law—Deflant 
Utterances.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
Democrats today took te initial steps in the 
re volutionury measures they have decided on 
to thwart the will of the people of the Thirty- 
fourth District. Leeper, the defeated Demo- 
cratic candidate, was sent for, and was kept in 
town by the Democratic leaders who had not 
gone up to Chicago to confer with Morrison. 
When the proposition was first made to bim to 
contest Weaver's election Leeper repeated 
his former deciarations that he would 
engage in no such business. But at 
last he succumbed to the pressure 
on assurances, cisimed to de directed 
from Washington, that.no less an individuai 
than President Cieveland wanted a contest 
made in order to prevent the election of a Re- 
publican Senator. The papers for a contest 
were drawu up, and Leeper signed them under 
protest. Monday the notice wili be served on 
Mr. Weaver. Having done this much, Leeper 
took the train for bis nome in Virginia, stating 
the matter hereafter would bea party and not 
& personal one. He had no expectation of 
ever serving in the present General Assembly, 
but was willing to let the Democrat.c man- 
agers use him as they tbought best. Most 
ot the Democrats who remain are the lesser 
party ligots, and are simply acting under in- 
structions from Chicago and Washington. | 

A great many sensational statements have 
been made by them today regarding thelr al- 
leged discoveries. They protess to have new 
evidence of irreguiarities and informalities. 
One ot their discoveries is that a great many 
minors voted at the election. Another is that 
the election was nuli and void because there 
was no registration and none of the voters 
swore in their votes. This has been the only 
Original discovery of the day, and is 
attributed to some of the Democratic 
constitutional lawyers in the Senate. Fora 
time it overshadowed the discovery made yes- 
terday that all the bailots cast for Weaver 
were void because the district was not printed 
op them. As soon asthe news concerning regis- 
try was made the Democrats were thrown into 
great excitement, which was only relieved 
when they bad telegraphed the latest develop- 
ments to anxious iriends in other parts ot the 
State. Subsequently their excitement cooled 
down, and they merely held that another ground 
had been discovered on which a contest 
might be based.

GENERAL NOTES. 

The rumor current early in the week that 
Earl Dufferin bad resigned his post because 
of his inab: lity to agree with the Government's 
policy had absolutely no foundation. The 
Viceroy is in complete accord witb the Govern- 
ment, except taut he recommends the con- 
struction of a railway to Candahar, and 
the erection there of strong  fortifica- 
uons, which should serve as the 
first line of outworks in the 
defense of India. Public opinion in India 
among the English and uative communities re- 
garding the prospects of peace is by no means 
umform. ‘The military and civil officiais are 
disappviated at the turn affairs huve taken and 
continue to clamor for war. The tradimg 
centres, bhowever-—such as Bombay, Calcutta, 
and Madras—bail tne prospect of peace with 
expressions of grateful retief. 

There are next to no sigus of any relaxation 
either in Bagiand or in India of the prepara- 
tions for war. The action of the Plenary 
Cabinet Council this afternoon in directing a 
cancellation of the orders providing for the 
dispatch of 2,000 troops to India is thought by 
some to be significant of a purpose to curtail 
the war measures. But the assurance is given 
that the war program will be maintained until 
some definit settlement of the difficulty is 
reacbed by the two couatries. It is estimated 
that more than £5,000,000 bas already been ex- 
pended by the British Government in strength- 
ening the naval and military equipment.

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—[Special.]/— 
John H. Oberly has another office. At least it 
was announced at the White House late to- 
night that be was to be “Indian School Super- 
intendent, vice James M. Haworth, decensed. 
This is not the same office as that of Indian In- 
spector, to which be was reqcatiy appointed. 
Tut fact is, Oberly was not really abpointed In- 
dian Inspector. There was no vacancy. He 
was designated as an Indian Inspector and a 


telegram was sent asking for the resignation 


of one of the older inspectors, O'Neil, to make 
a place for Oberly. Thatwentieman declined to 
answer the summons and begged off until July 
1, which did not accommodate Mr. Oberly, who, 
for financial reasons, desires at once to be 
placed upon the pay-roll. There was no 
vacancy in the Indian service except that of 
Indian School Superintendent, made vacant 
about two months ago by the death of James 
M. Haworth of Kansas. The salary of the 
Office of Ihdian School Superintendent 
and of Indian Iuspector is the same— 
$3,000 .annualily, with like allowances for 
travelmg expenses. The offices are unlike in 
every other respect. Whether the Scbool 
Superintendency is to be preferred to the posi- 
tion of Indian Inepectbr is a matter of taste. 
The Indian Inspector is a sort of a bead detect- 
ive and accountant, He is expected to visit 
every agency, toexamine all accounts as an 
expert, see that the Government ie not éwin- 
died by the agent or by the contractors, and 
that the Indian administration is conducted in 
an economical and bonest manner. The posi- 
tion of ‘Indian School Superintendent is very 
much like that of School Superintendent any- 
where, and is more fitting to Oberiy's clerical 
title than the Indian Inspectorship would be. 
The office of Indiau School Superintendent was 
created only two years ago by a clause in the 
Indian Appropriation bill, and Haworth, just 
deceased, was the first and only person who has 
beld the office. The position presupposes that 
its incumbent, is a humanitarian devoted to 
good works. The Iud jau School Superintend- 
ent does not have charge of the training- 
schools at Hampton nor Fortress Monroe, nor 
of that at Carlisle Barracks. He is expected 
to make an annual visit to the Indian schools 
on the reservations, and to act as an adviser to 
the Commissioner of Indian Affairs in every- 
thing re:atmg to Indian education.

ing askance at their operationsand rejoicing at 
their ill-euccess. When it wae decided to bring 
the fighting in Tonquin and Formosato an end 
there was a flurry of talk to the effect that 
the war in Madagascar would now de vigor- 
ously prosecuted, that the troops returning 
from the East would be dispatched to fight the 
Hovas, and that every effort would be made 
to push the war to a speedy conciusion. But 
this talk passed away without resuiting in de- 
o sive action, and it is now believed that more 
reasonabie counsels have prevailed. The gen- 
erai teeling now is that France has had enough 
of the costly, aggressive enterprise against the 
Hovas, and that the best thing to do 1s to bring 
it to an immediate corclusion. . 

“ There is no question that the masses of the 
French people are tired of the whole affair and 
are desirous of seeing it ended, The Ministry, 
it is pretty evident, have come around to the 
same view of the case. A similar policy to 
that followed in settting the difficuity with 
China is likely to be adopted; that is, France 
will prepare the way for peace by practically 
receding from the position which sue set out to 
maintain when hostilities began. It is believed 
that the Ministers are already engaged in pro- 
posing terms of peace which will be aeceptable 
to the Hova Government, Such a course may 
strike a biow at French prestige, but there can 
be no doubt that it will be immensely popular 
with the French people.” 

IRISH AFFAIRS.

New York, May 9. — [Special.] — Senator 

Evarts, Chairman of the Bartboidi Pedesta! 
Fund, is advised that portionsof the Statue of 
Liberty Eniightening the Worid will be shipped 
for America’ Monday next, and that the rest 
will be started about a week later. The ped- 
estal will not be ready much before the m.ddie 
of summer, and would not be then were it not 
for the strangely successful effort of the New 
York World to raise the $100,000 required to 
“complete the work. The Worid’s tund amounts 
tonight to about $45,000. ‘ We have no desire 
to belittle Editor Pulitzer’s achievement.“ said 
a member of the committee, for it is a big 
thing; but it does illustrate the general desire 
of people to see their namesin print. It was 
said last winter that the needed money could 
easily be raised by a popular subscription. Ali 
we were to do, according to this sage advice, 
was to send duly accredited canvassers 
thoroughly through the stores, workshops, 
and offices with instructions to ex- 
plain that giits of a dime to a dollar 
were especialiy requested. Agcorpsof these 
solicitors was engaged, provided with creden- 
tiais. and with neat certificates to give to the 
donors. They were a week at the job, and 
didn't take in enough to cover their moderate 
salaries. The scheme was a dead failure. The 
masses positively didn't care a rap whether the 
statue stood on a pedestal or on its head. Now 
the Worid is appeaiing to the same ciasses with 
tne same arguments, and see how the money 
has come in. I wiil tell zou the simple reuson. 
The name of every giver is pubiished in the 
paper. Thus a man or child may be giorified to 
that extent at so smalacostasa 10 cents. The 
average amount given, excluding the big re- 
turns irom performances and a few rich men, 
is less than 50 cents per individual. That isa 
cbeap gratification of vanity, surely.“ 

This speciality of the Mortu's has proved a 
most profitable thing from a business point of 
view. It is true that three or four columns of 
space bas to be filled every day with the mat- 
ter, and that the expenses of circulating blanks, 
handling the ietters, and 60 on, are pretty 
heavy, but experts calculate that the resulting 
gain in circulation is greater than was ever be- 
ore got by a single journalist o feat.

Milwaukee's Burglar Politely Robs 
Another House—Sneak-Thieves 
in a Boarding-House. 


Rum-Shop Rule in the Cream City—

Other Wisconsin Heroes Waiting for 
Wreaths—Gossip from Evanston, Ke- 
nosha, and Waukegan. 


Mitwavxes, Wis., May 9.—[Special.]—The 
series of burglaries which bave recently been 
com mitted in this city: for boldness and impu- 
dence have never before been equaled in Mi- 
waukee. Before the excitement of the mid- 
night visit at Charles Ray's residence bas sub- 
sided and before that event has ceased to 
be the leading topic of general conver 
sation, another audacious raid is made 
upon one of the most prominent 
retzidenoes on the West Side. About 1 o'c ock 
th s morning Mrs. Georwe H. Atwell, wife of 
the well-known boot and shoe dealer, residing 
at No. 231 Twenty-fourth street, was uwakened 
by the presence of a masked man in her room, 
He accosted ber with: . 

“I've been through the greater part of the 
bouse, but haven't found much. Just help me 
a bit by pointing out where there's sumething 
of value, wil you?” 

With wonderful coolness Mrs. Atwell arose 
and opened ber jewel case. In it were a pair 


of solid gold bracelets, a valuable diamond pin, 


two gold pins, and other articles of less value. 
These you want, I suppose,“ said Mrs. At- 
well, passing out the bracelets and gold pins, 
„ but this Rhine stone pin, worth a dollar or 
two, I presume you will not bother with.“ re- 
ferring to the diamond pin. 

No, never mind the Rhbiner,” replied the 


“self-invited visitor, as he placed the other arti- 


cles in bis‘ pockets, He pussed from room to 
room with Mrs. Atwell, taking possession of 
such articies as suited his fancy.’ When be 
bad completed bis round, which occup.ed fully 
a baif-bour’s time, he asked the lady if she had 
been honest with bim and told him of all the 
money or valuables that the house contained.

Upon being informed of 
this the burglar banded the property back 
with the remark: Tm glad you told me. I 
wouldn't take it for twenty times its value.“ 
He was shown the way to the door and quietly 
took his departure with a baul valued at $200. 
Upon examining the premises it was found that 
he had entered through a basement window. 
Before reaching Mrs. Atwell's room he bad en- 
tered that of her son and also that of a servant, 
both doors of which he locked upon going out. 
Mr. Atwell bad just returned from an Eastern 
trip and knew vothing of the singular visit un- 
til after the * guest had departed and Mrs. 
Atwell imparted the information to him. From 
her description of the man it is believed that 
he ie the person who tavored Mr. Ray with a 
cali Wednesday night, and is also responsible 
for at least a poruon of the other burgiaries 
which have been committed dur'ng the last 
few weeks.

A RUM-GOVERNED CITY. 

„J doubt if in this entire country tnere is a 
city of 150,000 inhabitants so completely at the 
mercy of the sa oon element as is Milwaukee,“ 
remarked a city official a few days ago. A 
survey of the field will reveal much upon 
which one can reasonably base such an asser- 
tion. Milwaukee's experience in wrestiing 
with the saloon evil bag been an unusually in- 
teresting one during the last three years. Froa: 
the organization of the city up to 1883 the 
Mayor issued al! licenses for the sale of intox- 
icants, bis power to grant or refuse such a 
license not being questioned. But the admin- 
istration of Mayor Stowell in 1882 and 1883 
brought avout great changes. One of his first 
official acts was to issue the famous 12 o'clock 
order requiring all saloons to close their 
doors at midnight. Applicants who would not 
promise to comply with this order to 
the strict letter were refused a license, and as a 
result the authority of the Mayor was brought 


to a test in the Municipal Court. Here Judge 


Mallory he.d that it was not within the power of 
the Mayor to grant a license, such power rest- 
ing with the City Council alone. No appeal 
was taken from this decision, but in conse- 
quence of it, in May, 1883, the Council passed 


an ordipance giving to the Mayor power to issue 


licenses in a miuisterial capacity, but providing 
that in case that official should refuse a license 
the applicant should have the benefit of an ap- 
peal to the Common Council. This procedure 
was in accordance with Judge Mallory's de- 
ois on, and virtually was but throwing the 
dirty work of the license business upon the 
bands of the Mayor. A great many applicants 


were refused. a license by Mayor Wallber 


during the last year. Inevitably an 
appeal was taken to the Council, and, asa rule, 
the representative of the liquid industry 
bad sufficient influence in the honorable body 


of Aldermen to carry bis point. Mayor Wall- 


ber, upon assuming the responsibilities of his 
office, submitted a varefully-prepared commu- 
nication to the Council expressing an opinion 
that the Mayor should have abeolute power to 
grant, reject, or revoke a license; but the 
Councilmen declined to extend him that power. 
A license law passed by the recent Legisia- 
ture provides that in all incorporated. cities of 
the State Common Councils sbail issue licenses 
to sell intoxicating drinks to such persons as 
they may see fit.

An ordinarce introduced at the Coun- 
cil meeting of a week ago last Monday fixing 
the license fee at the winimum price allowed 
by law—$200—also contains a clause giving to 
the Mayor that privilege referred to in the Leg-

Their only 
hope for securimg a new perm t will de through 
an appeal to the Common Council, There are 
also about a dozen sa oons whivh, in conse- 
quence o their location and gentrai bad name, 
will not be granted a license by the Mayor, 
no matter whether the preseut ocvupant or 
anew tenant may make application therefor. 
These places are mostly located on River, 
lower Wells, Reed, South Water, Market, and 
upper Eust Water streets.

Instead of bring 
ing witnesses belore the jearned Aldermen to 
show that be is warranted in refusing the ap- 
plication in question, be Will simply state the 
tucts to the Council, explaining why he has de- 
clined to grant the license permit, and then let 
that body pass judgment on the case, taking 
upon itse t the entire responsivity. Where 
appl cation is made for a ticunse for a saloon 
to be opened for the first time Mayor Waliber 
will require that the consent of a majority of 
the residents in that locality on both sides of 
the street be g ven to the opening of the place. 
It is not expected that the increased rate of 
license—which wil be $200 instead of $75 
cbarged last »ear—will decrease the number of 
saloons to any extent. A few of the smulier es- 
tablishments in the outskirts of the city, where 
sales wiil not run above a keg or two of lager 
a day, will undoubted y feel themselves unabie 
to pay the increased licensed churge and wiil 
close. Sume nearer the centre of the city ure 
niso expected to ciose their places, but others 
will be found ready to engage in the tratfiic, 
without doubt, so that M:lwaukee will continue 
to have her tull quota of saloons. 
THE BRAGG-VELANEY DEAL 

One of the tweive aposties of Wisconsin 
Democracy says that the name of Senator A. 
K. Delaney of Mayvilie appears near the top 
of the new Administration siate and that his 
appointment to the office of United States Dis- 
trict Attorney. ia this district, to succeed G. 
W. Hazeiton, is not far distant. Witb- 
in the last four or five years 
Delaney has created no end of annoyance to 
the old Democratic war-borses of bis Con- 
gressional district—the Second. Gen. Bragg 
bas encountered in bim a most undesirabie 
competitor for Congressiobal bonors, having 
been defeated for the nomination two years ago 
lust fail by the young Senator's efforts in hie 
own behalf, a fourteen-day deadiock being 
broken ouly by a dark borse. Last fall, how- 
ever, with Delaney still in thefeid, Gen. Bragg 
was again given the nomination, much to the 
surprise of politician and layman. It was well 
koown that so long as both Bragg and Delaney 
should deciine to w.thdraw or permit their re- 
spective supborters in the convention to vote 
for another candidate no one could be nom.- 
nated. Therefore wen one of Del aney's 
men cast his vote for Bragg, giving to 
the latter the nom nation, it was not sur 
prising that many persons were dumfounded. 
There was every indication that a trade was 
at the bottom of the transaction, but bow it 
had been made or what were its conditions re- 
mained a complete mystery to all except the 
parties directly interested until a few weeks 
ago, when the mysterious letter of agreement 
was brought to light. By the conditions of this 
document Delaney was to throw a sufiicient 
vote to Bragg to nominate the latter, which he 
did. In return for this favor Bragg is to leave 
an open field for Delaney in 1886, and allow 
him the unmolested patrovage of the Second 
District with the exception of the Watertown 
postofiice, where, it appoars, Gragg bad a long- 
time political mortgage to look alter. Bragg’s 
friends have denied that he had any 
knowledge of the referred-to agreement, 
but its existence as an up and up 
trade bas been proved beyond question. 
Judge S. W. Lamoreux of Dodge County was 
in the city yesterday, and was unexpectedly 
communicative on political matters in general. 
When asked if there wus any question us to the 
existence of the Bragg-Velaney agreement the 
Judge replied: ** No quesuon whatever. A bur- 
gain was made between the two candidates, 
and in accordance with its provisions Gen. 
Bragg was given the nomination.” 

„Then Mr. Delavey will be a candidate for the 
Second District nomination in 18867“ 

„Most assurediy not. Mr. Delaney will suo- 
ceed G. W. Hazelton in the United States Dis- 
trict-Attorneyship. That's the ticket, and you 
may depend upon it,” 

Judge Lamoreux declined to express an 
opin.on as to whether Deluney. after having 
taken possession of the District Attorney's 
office, will stili hold Bragg to bis agreement to 
remain out of the Congressional held, leaving 
the selection of the next Second District Con- 
gresemun to himeelf—Delaney. In case the 
next Wisconsin Legislature is Democratic, 
which the unwarranted confidence of the un- 
terrified prompts them in now dec aring will be 
the condition of affairs, the Judge thinks the 
race for the United States Senatorsbip will lay 
between Postmaster-General Vilas and Gen. 
Bragg. He would not openly express his 
choice between the two, but from his tone and 
manner it was clear that be favored Mr. Vilas. 

The United States Marsbal’s office tor the 
Eastern District of Wisconsin, made vacant by 
the voluntary retirement of Henry Fink, is yet 
without an occupant. From the most reliable 
information to be obtained it uppears to be as 
good as settled that Gen. F. H. West is to be 
named as Mr. Fink’s successor. Ex-Senator 
Curtis Mann of Oconomowoc has as suieiy 
been booked for Collector Hall's piace and 
George H. Paul of this city tor the Postmaster- 
ship. These appointments,“ said one who 
krows, “are to be made when the proper time 
arrives. I do not say it because I have 
any interest in seeing such selections 
made—for, in tact, if I were to 
bave my way about it Ishould make a aiffer- 
ent choice for two of the positions at leasi— 
but because I have been informed from a 
‘commanding Officer at the seat of war that 
these gentlemen are to have the appoint- 
ments.“ 

MR. DEUSTER’S TENDERED APPOINTMENT. 

Ex-Congressman Deuster has been tendered 
the appointment of Consul-Generai and Diolo- 
matic Ageut for the United States at Cairo, 
Egypt. In an interview with Mr. Deuster be 
said that he wus determined to consider the 
offer well be!ore accepting or dec.ining it, and 
is now in correspondence with a former occu- 
pant ot the posimen, ascertaining ail that be 
can regarding the country, people, picasant 
and unpleasant features of the place, 
etc, So far 6 the question of 
dollars and cents is concerned, he 
says, be would not hesitate for a moment, as 
the office is worth between $12,000 anc $15,000 
ayear.

RESTRAINING THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS.

OBITUARY. 


The Late Judge Moore. 

There was a meeting of the city bar in Judge 
Gary's court-room yesterday to take action 
concerning the death of Judge 8. M. Moore. 
Judge Gary was requested to take thechair. A 
committee of five was appointed to draft reso- 
lutions expressive of the sentiments of the 
meeting, Judges Dent, Rogers, and Jameson, 
and Messrs. Hawley and Fuller being named 
by the Chairmen for this purpose. The com- 
mittee after deliberation reported the follow- 


ing resolutions: 

Resolved, That the bar of Chicago would com- 
memorate the life and example of their brother, 
the Hon. Samuel M. Moore, who died at his resi- 
dence in this eity April 25, at the age of 63 yeags. 
During his residence with us-—for twenty years— 
be had secured the esteem of the bar and of a 
wide circie of acquaintances, and the approbation 
of 
the Superior Court of Cook County for more than 
six years. When he identified himseif with this 


bar he applied himself diligently to the discharge | 


of the professional work with which he was 
charged. Able and industrious in his calling, he 
was also kind and courteous, conscientious and 
considerate. The same qualiiies were exhibited 
by him while on the bench in this 
city, as well as in Kentucky, where, besides serv- 
ing a term in the State Legisiature, he was for a 
period of years a Circuit Judge. He had many 
friends, and they were wurmly attached to him be- 
cause of bis whole-heartedness and upright bear- 
ing. In adversity as well as in prosperity be was 
genial and hopeful, and had a fund of good spirits 
to encourage those whom he met. Ofa social 
nature, he was fond of society, ana encouraged 
geniality, with decorous reverence for things 
sacred. His activities were not confined to his 
professional calling, bat touched other spheres, 
notably those which pertained to works of religion 
and charity: and he gave freely of bis time and 
means to promcte these, without ostentation, but 
witb much constancy and devotedness. In private 
and in social life his example has been highiy 
commendable, and he has established a reputation 
which will be cherished, 

Resoitved, That a copy hereof be transmitted to 
the widow and family of the deceased as a token 
of condolence on the part of the bar, and that 
these resolutions be also presented tothe several 
courts with a request that they be entered on the 
records.

SOLDIERS’ BOUNTIES. 


Towns in Massachusetts Have No Le- 
gal Right to Levy Taxes for Their 
Payment, ‘ 
Boston, Mass., May 9.—(Special.j|—The Su- 

preme Judicial Court of Massachusetts bas to- 

day promulgated an important decision which 
will affect the. proposed disposal of over 
$1,000,000. The decision is in relation to pay- 
ment of buunties for soldiers, which settles 
the point that, although the Legisiature may 
by special act authorige towns to pay such 
bounties, yet such acts are unconstitutional, 
and towns cannot assess taxes to provide for 
the contemplated payment. In 1882 the Legia- 
jature of Massachusetts passed an act author- 
izing the Town of Acton to raise money 
to pay to each of thirty-one _soi- 
diers who during the War had been 
credited to the town a bounty of $125 each. 


| Bubsequently at a town meeting dy a vote of 


219 to 215 it was ordered that the sum of $4,000 
be raised by taxation to pay such bounties, 
and aleo a bill of about $300 incurred in lobby- 
ing the measure through the Legisiature.

Even the best of our performances of light 
opera in English need great improvement be- 
fore all the art that may be manifested in them 
is brought out. Whatis needed to giye them 
a greater charm is the ideal representation 
which only bigbly cu.tivated artists can make 
possible. There are but tew good actors and 
tine singers in the light opera companies. The 
idea that any girl with a pretty tace and a fair 
voice can sing the easy music of the 
light operas successfully is erronéous. 
It requires a well cultivated voice and the 
ability to express seutiment to make even a 
simple ballad jnteresting. Ali of Mme, Patti's 
art comes into use even while singing Tue 
Last Kose of Summer.“ The careful phrasing, 
the beautiful tone, perfect pronunciation of 
the words, and the art of sbading each line 
with that expressive tone-coloring that alone 
can portray deep feeling. are all exhibited in 
her singing ot the plaintive song. While it is 
not expected that the greatest artists Will ap- 
pear in ligut opera, at least the example of the 
perfection of their art might serve as an 
emulation for the young singers of the day 
who wish to succeed in their profession. 
There arc thousands of beautiful voices in 
America, and if the possessors of them would 
engage in the same careful study that devel- 
oped the great skill of the older artists, a vast 
improvement would be made in our pubiic 
singers. The want ot declamatory ability pre- 
vents many young artists from being able to 
have their words understood. When Sims 
Reeves, the celebrated tenor, studied a song 
for a concert or opera, he repeated each line a 
great numberof times, until every vowel was 
made pure and beautiful in tone, and the 
words cume clearly out with an exact pro- 
nunciation, and thus the music was filed 
with intelligence and its meaning 
made plain to bis listeners. Italian, German, 
and French singers use their respective 
languages with such clearness of articuiation 
that the lines in their roies are easily under- 
stood. To hear an opera that is sup 
posed to be written in English witheut being 
able to comprebend the words is a simple ex- 
asperation toany listener who is interested 
enough in the representation to desire to know 
what itis about, Young singers who are fit- 
ting themselves for the American stage should 
endeavor to agquire the art of treating che En- 
glish language imelligently while using it as a 
medium for song. Even in comic opera the 
exquisit snading of the humorous words great- 
ly enbances the mirth-provoking character of 
the work, and shows the real art of the singers 
who attempt it. There have been a number of 
artists who made a study of humorous baliaa- 
singing, and among the most successful was 
Hatton, the English singer, and composer. He 
came to America with Mme. Parepa, and al- 
ways created a sensation by the delicate and 
most hearty humor which he imparted to his 
songs, His pianoforte playing was as excellent 
as his vocal abilities, and he coulda accompany 
his songs in a delightful manner. Frl. Brandt, the 
German oOper&-singer, was right whem she said 
I can only produce an effect by forgetting my 
audience and thinking entirely of my art.“ In 
every performance of opera, from the ligbt 
comedy work to the serious form of grand 
lyrical productions, there should be that artis- 
tic merit in the representation that would’give 
the audience something to remember and think 
about after bearing it. In the ideal presen- 
tation this is Always the case, and, in conse- 
quence, the standard of art is raised only by

Fortunately tor the progress of art, an Amer- 
ican audience is not partisan, but shows ap- 
preciation of a good performance, be it of 
Wagner's dramatic music or of the simplest 
little ballad, If the pretty Italian duet was 80 
well sung that it could please, even when 
placed mn the same program with Wagner's 
most tbrilling music from Die Walküre.“ it 
indicates that Mme. Scalchi and Sige. De Anna 
must have used all the resources of their vo- 
cal art, and, for so doing, fully merited the en- 
thus ius m they excited. As Mme. Scalchi, with 
Mr. Oudin, sings the same duet at the concert for 
the Foundlings’ Home in the Expositien Building 
Mouday evening, an opportunity will be given 
for the Chicago pub ic to bear it and to judge 
of its power to please.

A New Baritone, 
A Paris letter speaks as follows in regard to 
the coming of a noted baritone singer to Amer- 
lea next season: 


It is again reported that Lassalle, the famous 
baritone of the Grand Opera, is going to America 
under engagement with Strakosch at $2,000 a night. 
Maybe he is going to the United States and per- 
haps it will be with Strakosch, but don’t you be- 
lieve that he is to receive any such fubplous sum 
as that. By the way, Lassalle originally intended 
to become a painter and was beginning to handle 
his brush and palette with some skill, when one 
day his shoemaker took him toa musical soiree, 
where he was invited to sing. and did so in such a 
way that all present insisted he ought to cultivate 
his voice with a view to goingon the stage. He 
accordingly entered the Conservatory, but owing to 
the unpopularity of his profession failed to obtain 
a prize, and finally was dismissed as a pupil with 
whom the institution could do nothing, He was 
not only disheartened but in absolute want, and 
one day he found himself forced to take all that he 
could possibly scrape: together to the Mont-de- 
Piete. With the money thus raised he purchased 
a second-hand guitar, and set out to try to 
pick up a lhiving by singing in the streets. 
in the first court-yard he entened he was almost 
immediately rewarded by quite a little shower of 
pennies and some siiver pieces, One of the latter, 
a brand-new two-frane piece, rolled until it stopped 
just at his feet. I biushed,’’ said he, when tell- 
ing of it, “us though I had committed a dishonest 
act. A cloud passed in front of my eyes, and I 
could see nothing but that 40-sou piece. As soon 
aslhad finished my air I snatched up this piece 
and ran away, not being able to muster up enough 
courage to pick up the rest. I never could bring 
myself to repeat the cruel experiment.“ Shortly 
after this he got a letter froma friend, a provincia! 
tenor, offering him an engagement at Hege. 1 
was cast for the rie of Saint Bris in ‘The Hugue- 
nots,’ and as I did not possess the top boots which 
tradition has prescribed for that part, I manufact- 
ured a pair out of oll-cloth, which 1 adjusted to 
my gaiters, As I entered with Nevers, coming 
down the stairs at the back of the scene my spurs 
tripped me up and down! fell, dragging him with 
me. Nevers cursed and swore like a trooper, the 
public roared, and it was in the midst of a general 
burst ot laughter that | made my début. This 
hilarity, somewhat excessive though it was, did not 
seem to injure me with the audience; perhaps it 
was to the fact that they wers in such a good humor 
that | owed my first success.

SENATOR FRYE. 


He Sails into Cleveland’s Appoint- 
ments, but Thinks They Are No Bet- 
ter than ( ould Have Been Expected. 
Boston, Mass., May 8.—([Special.]|—Senator 

Frye was interviewed at Lewiston, Me., today 

in regard to the appointments by President 

Cleveland. He says that a published interview 

with him Thursday compels bim to explain: 

First, I never agreed to vote for Mr. Pills- 

bury's confirmation, as some of the papers in- 

timate, nor promised to do so, nor said that I 

would. The rules of the Senate properly and 

plainly probibit any such pledges. When it

THE LUMBER-YARD FIRE. 


HOW THE DISTRICT’ LOOKED YESTERDAY—THE | 


INSURANCE ADJUSTERS. 

There was little in yesterday's aspect of the 
burned lumber district to gratify the curiosity 
of the thousands of sightseers who all day long 
came and went in a continuous stream, crowd- 
ing the street-cars to their utmost capacity. A 
frequent inquiry heard from persons standing 
iu places where the day before the flames had 
raged the flercest was, Where was the flre?“ 


It was nota surprising question, either, for . 


the fiity burned acres were as clear of 
débris and as clean as though they 
bad been swept with brooms. The strong 
wind had blown the ashes into the streets and 
fields beyond. The only evidences of the vast 
firo were the charred sides of lumber piles across 
the river in the Chicago Lumber Company's 
yard, and the tall chimney, a fragment of wall, 
and scattered pieces of partially-meited ma- 
chinery where Hinckiey’s planing-mill had 
stood. East to Laurel street from the planing- 
mill site extended a broad cabbage-tield, upon 
which smouldered the heaps of fertilizer that 
had been ignited by the flying firebrards. 
These appeared to be mere embers of bonfires 
built by the former, The most interesting feat- 
ure was the condition of the railroad running 
through the yards. The rails had evident- 
ly been red hot from the intense beat 
‘and were warped beyond any semblance of 
their real oba acter; some formed complete 
spirals. Laborers were at work reconstructing 
the damaged section, and the process of over- 
bauling in the lumber-yards was commenced 
at early morning, but there was no appear- 
ance of unusual activity. 

An examination of the condition of the yards 
yesterday resulted in no benefit to the losers. 
Mr. 8. R. Frazier, Secretary of the Chicago 
Lumber Company, had concluded that the loss 
to the concern would be $400,000, instead of 
$350,000 as stated yesterday morning, or $100,- 
v00 in excess of the insurance. The losses 
to © other firms is as given in 
yesterday’s Trinune. Bigelow Brothers bad 
eight ¢ity inspectors employed in their yard, 
as they thought the iusurance-men would pre- 
fer results as arsved at by city inspectors 
rather than those of the lumber-yard em- 
ployés, Mr. Frazier of the Chicago Lumber 
Company denounced an intimation made in a 
morning paper that the fire might have been 
the result o: dissatisfaction among the iaborers 
in the Chicago Lumber Company’s yard, who 
bad been reduced to 70 cents a day. These 
men, he said, were being paid $1.25 a day, and 
not a word of complaint had ever been beard 
by the management. His theory of the origin 
of the fire is that sparks from a locomotive 
fell into the sparrow-nests that cover thé tops 
of lumber piles. An incendiary would bardly 
work at midday. 

Sparks were carried to the two-story 
frame house No. 15 Thirty-ffth court, owned 
by Thomas Gilbooley, and occupied by him- 
eeif, Richard Burns; and Thomas Slattery. 
The house was destroyed, causing a loss to the 
owner of $1,800; insured ior $1.400 in the 
Traders’; and a loss of $150 to each of the 
other occupants. A frame barn at Thirty- 
sixth and Ulimano streets, owned by Cornelius 
Shehey, was also set afire by flying embers and 
destroyed. Loss $300.

A CONCERT IN THE OPERA-FESTIVAL HALL. 

Mr. Tomlins’ chorus ot 700 children, assisted 
by an orchestra of fifty men, Mrs. Bartiett- 
Davis, Mrs. Florence James-Adams, and Mr. 
George Sweet, gave a concert in the Exposition 
Building yesterday afternoon for the benefit 
of the Froebel Kindergarten Association. A 
large audience numbering at least 4,000 peopie 
attended the entertainment. 
the children was the interesting feature of the 
program, for it was most enjoyable to bear 
their tresh young voices in the simple songs, and 
to note how carefully they had been taught. 
The great art in training children is not to 
alter their naturalness, but rather to keep 
them within the charmed circle of simplicity, 
and to have them sing, eveu as the birds do, 
with the spontaneous utterance which is born 
of hapoiness and sunshine. Mr. Tom ius has 
deen most successful in bis work with the 
children, because he has not attempted to 
make them go outside oi the natural attainments 
possibile with their youthiuiness. He bas 
taught them the significance oi a pure musical 
tone and subdued their voices to that degree 
where a pleasant and sweet sound is possible. He 
bas aided them in the development of tbeir 
breathing powers by having them go through 
proper exercises, so that their lungs migbt be 
expanded in a natural way. Low and deep 
breathing is one of the first laws of health, and 
ie the foundation of artistic voice-cuiture. If 
a child is taught that plenty of pure air is nec- 
essary, not only for singing, but to support the 
body in vigor and health, it is not unlikely 
that the habits of correct breathing will be u 
benefit to bim during bis whoilelife. When 
Mrs. Adams bad them go through the exercises 
ol breathing and band and am motiohs ii not 
only was a pretty sight, but demonstrated the 
benefit they were to them. Tu children were 
piaced upon the stage in a series of seats, each 
row being slightly above the other, thus 
forming a beautiful ba:f pyramid of smiling 
faces.

INVESTIGATING CORPORATIONS. 
THE LEGISLATIVE COMMITTEB CONTINUES 
WORK. 

Senators W. E. Mason, T. E. Merritt, E. N. 
Rinehart, W. J. Campbell, and C. H. Craw- 
ford, comprising a sub-committee of the Judi- 
ciary Committee of the Illinois Legislature, 
occupied Parlor G at the Sherman House yes- 
terday, the purpose of the visit being a lurther 
investigation into the subject of the relative 
assessments of corporations. and individuals 
under the “ Rinehart resolution.” The morn- 
ing was devoted to executive session. After 
dinner, at wLich the committee were joined 
by B. F. Ayer, Solicitor of the Illinois Central 
Railway Company, ex-Gov. John M. Hamilton, 
and Senators George E. White and Henry 
Evans, the committee repaired to the parior at 


2:30 o’clock for the purpose of taking test 
mony. Several visitors, inciud:ing Senator 
Clough, were present. 

The tirst man to be submitted to the pump- 
ing process was W. G. Busb, Chief Clerk of the 
Chicago Telephone Company. The witness in 
response to questions by Senator R.nebart 
deposed as follows: He did not know how the 
company was 0: ganized, what the capital stock 
was, what taxes it paid, what the value of the 
tangibie property was, what amount of stock 
was paid up or issued, what the market or 
actual value of the stock was, the number of 
stockholders, whether few or many, the num- 
ber of miles of wire, the number of poles or 
of machines. He was a salaried empioyé of 
four years’ sianding. The company for the 
last two years had paid 12 per cent per year in 
quarterly dividends. R. C. Wetmore, Secre- 
tary, made the tax returns, but was out of 
the city. 

A. S. Weinsheimer, Secretary of the Pullman 
Palace-Car Company, was next put upon the 
stand and questioned by Senator Mason, the 
other members occasional.y taking a band. He 
had been Secretary for six years. The capital 
stock of the company was between 815.000 000 
and $16,000,000. The capital stock had been 
increased at various times. It was $6,000,000 
in 1874, and May 1, 1884, was $13,000,000. The 
tangible property amounted to the same sum 
as the capital stock, and probably more. May, 
1884, it was about 817.600.000, distributed in 
the United States, Canada, and England. He 
could not give the amount of property in II- 
nois alone. He did not remember the total 
amount of taxes paid in 1884. nor how 
the assessment was mude, nor what payment 
of taxes was made on capital stock. 
The market value of the stock tiuctuated, but 
was probably $1.15. A dividend of 8 per cent 
was deciared last year. Some surplus was 
carried over to the credit of the company, but 
ne did not know how much; the books would 
probably show. C. H. Davies was auditor and 
accountanty He had left that morning for New 
York, and he did not know when he would re- 
turn. 

From copies of returns identified by the wit- 
ness it appeared that the company had made 
return to the Auditor of the State of $854,000 in 
1874, $600,000 in 1879, and bad made no other re- 
turns whatever. 

Senator Crawford made the point that the 
property Value exceeded the capita! stock, and 
therefore that the company could hardly be 
taxed on its capital stock, the usual method 
beimg to tax on the excess of cupital stock over 
property. 

Frank Drake, South Town Assessor, was next 
examined as tothe taxes of corporations in 
the South Town.
